Chairman William L. Daw- 
son of the House Government 
Operations Committee stood 
firm yesterday on his plan to 
abolish a subcommittee • on 
freedom of information. 

His decision apparently 
wiped out prospects for com- 
promise and set the stage for 
a showdown vote in which all 
Committee Republicans are 
expected to unite in an effort 
to save the Subcommittee. 
They have called Democrat 
Dawson’s action “a disservice 
to the country.”
